Mrs. Zobrist had resided in San 
Bruno only twenty-one days at the 
time of her death. She leaves a hus¬ 
band and one soty an employee of the 
city of San Francisco. Funeral ser¬ 
vices will be held this (Thursday) 
afternoon at the chapel of Cypress 
Lawn Cemetery. 

Four tragedies have occurred at 
thiB crossing in a little over two 
years, one of them at the exact spot 
where Mrs. Zobrist died and under 
similar circumstances. This was the 
death at the little waiting station of 
Mrs. Gilbert Wilkison on July 3, 1920. 
Mrs. Wilkison had been waiting in the 
station, which then faced the east, 
and stepped out on the track in the 
path of a southbound car. January 
24, 1920, Mrs. Nellie Geddes was killed 
at the crossing close by when she 
walked aroun da train on the S. P. 
tracks and stepped in front of an 
electric car, the tracks of the two 
lines being close together at this 
point. Sunday, April 2d of this year, 
Prime Cornino was killed at the 
crossing when lie disregarded the 
flagman's signal to stop and drove on 
the tracks in front of an S. P. train. 


As a result of the municipal elec¬ 
tions last week, newly elected city 
trustees are now acting in the near¬ 
by towns. In every town in San 
Mateo county except South San Fran¬ 
cisco new officials were elected to the 
board. 

In Daly City H. H. Smith was re¬ 
elected chairman of the board, T. F. 
O'Rourk retained his seat and T. P. 
Moran took his seat as a new member. 
City Clerk Charles Biebel resigned as 
clerk of the water works and Henry 
Toft resigned as city marshal. City 
Attorney McCurdy was reappointed, 
as was City Engineer George Kneese. 
Dr. A. H. Rankin was appointed city 
health officer and J. J. Kennedy was 
returned as head of the water de¬ 
partment. 

In San Bruno J. J, O'Connor, a 
hold-over candidate, was chosen 
chairman, while George W. Edwards, 
newly elected trustee, took his seat. 
Dr. F. H. Smith was also re-elected 
and resumed his seat as trustee. 

In Burlingame William H. Pearson, 
re-elected trustee, was returned as 
chairman by his brother officials, and 
Trustees Douglas and Johnson, re¬ 
elected candidates, resumed their 
seats. 

In San Mateo Chairman Brady, re- 
lected trustee, was returned as chair¬ 
man. Trustee Turner was also re¬ 
seated. Trustee Benjamin J. Bogue 
was appointed commissioner of public 
health and safety to succeed Trustee 
Mrs. McGinn. Mrs. McGinn was ap¬ 
pointed commissioner of public works. 


A full board of city trustees was 
present when Chairman G. W. Holston 
called the meeting to order Monday 
evening. 

The first order of business was the 
canvassing of returns from the city 
election last week, after which Trus¬ 
tees A. J. Eschelbach and F. A. Cun¬ 
ningham were declared duly re¬ 
elected to their offices. The election 
of a chairman for the coming term 
was then in order, and G. W. Holston 
was returned to the office by his 
fellow trustees. 

A petition signed by property own¬ 
ers in Peck’s Lots, asking that the 
streets of that subdivision be paved, 
was read. The signers wore E. C. 
Peek, H. F. McNellis, B. H. Truax, W. 
J. Cummings, M. A. Borba, P. Pala, A. 
Hendel, E. H. Lewis, August J. Muiter, 
Manuel Garcia, and R. Fakklma. The 
streets for which paving was re¬ 
quested are Randolph avenue, Chap¬ 
man avenue, Green avenue, Gardlnicr 
avenue, and a portion of San Bruno 
avenue. There was no opposition 
presented to the paving project and 
the matter was referred to the city 
engineer for a report. 

Enrico Ghilardi was granted a soft 
drink license for the Linden Hotel. 
Ghilardi recently bought out his part¬ 
ner, Frank Angiolini, in the hotel 
property and wanted the license 
transferred to his own name. 

Thomas Silver was granted a soft 
drink license for 113 Grand avenue. 

A request was received from Yesi- 
dents around Baden crossing asking 
that the houses in that part of town 
be given street number*. This brought 
up the proposition to renumber all 
the houses in town as many are at 
present numbered wrongly. The 
whole matter wus referred to the 
street committee. 

An application for appointment as 
poundmaster was received from Clyde 
H. Emerson, deputy poundmaster 
under the late Poundmaster Ringue. 
After some discussion it was decided 
that, as the board had approved Emer¬ 
son's appointment as deputy, he auto¬ 
matically became poundmaster on 
Riugue’s death, therefore no appoint- j 
(pent was necessary. 

A report was received from City, 
Marshal C. C. Conrad, stating that the 
California Pool Hall was not being 
conducted in an orderly manner, and 
the board members voted unanimous- 
ly instructing City Clerk MeSweeney j 
to notify Messrs. Colombo and Minuini 
to appear before the trustees next 
Monday evening and show cause why 
their license should not be revoked. 

City Clerk MeSweeney was in¬ 
structed to communicate with Man¬ 
ager Adams of the telephone company 
and ask that the telephone poles in 
the alleys between Grand and Miller 
and Orange and Acacia be moved 
closer to the property line, as at 
present they are blocking the alley. 

A nurpber of bills against the city 
were audited and ordered paid.

PROPONENTS FOR PROJECT TO 
LOCATE TRANSBAY BRIDGE 
NEAR SAN MATEO MEET TUES¬ 
DAY AND HEAR ADDRESSES. 


By the adoption of a resolution 
passed by unanimous vote at the 
jjpervisors’ meeting at Redwood City 
Monday, the board members placed 
Heir stamp of approval on the prop¬ 
ortion to form a highway district for 
He purpose of constructing an east- 
side highway and a transbay bridge. 
Tbe district will include both San 
Francisco and San Mateo counties. 
The board is thus approving the find¬ 
ings of the committee, consisting of 
County Surveyor George A. Kneeac, 
District Attorney Franklin Swart, Su¬ 
pervisor John MacBain and several 
San Francisco supervisors, which re¬ 
cently recommended the formation of 
this highway district to handle the 
Dumbarton bridge and the eastside 
highway as one project. The San 
Francisco supervisors have already 
endorsed the project. 

The resolution as passed Monday 
does not locate the bridge exactly, 
merely placing it “in the vicinity of 
the Dumbarton railroad bridge," and 
specifically stating “it being expressly 
understood that the particular loca¬ 
tion of said proposed bridge across 
the bay shall depend upon what is 
most feasible, practical and eco¬ 
nomical.” The proper location of the 
proposed highway is set fortli as 
starting “at or near the intersection 
of Potrero avenue and Army street, 
San Francisco, thence southerly and 
easterly over existing highways, the 
same to be widened, straightened, ex¬ 
tended and new grades established 
where necessary to the county line of 
8an Francisco and San Mateo; thence 
in the same general direction partly 
over new and partly over existing 
highways ... to a point in the 
vicinity of South San Francisco or 
San Bruno; thence along the easterly 
side of the Southern Pacific railroad 
tracks running through San MaW;o 
county ... . to a point in the 
vicinity of the Dumbarton railroad 
bridge . . and across San Fran¬ 
co bay to the easterly side tliere- 


At a meeting of the Three Cities 
Chamber of Commerce held in San 
Mateo Tuesday evening, steps were 
taken to launch a movement to have 
the transbay bridge located at Little 
Coyote Point near San Mateo, instead 
of at Dumbarton. 

John J. McGrath, president of the 
Three Cities Chamber of Commerce; 
John S. Pinney, president of the 
Hundred Per Cent Club of San 
Francisco; G. B. Leonard, famous 
bridge engineer; E. S. Hey, president 
of the Hayward Chamber of Com¬ 
merce; Senator W. S. Scott of San 
Francisco, Supervisor Richard J. 
Welch of San Francisco, Supervisor 
Warren Shannon of San Francisco, 
and C. A. Pistolesi of San Francisco 
were tins principal speakers. 

Declaring that the Three Cities 
Chamber of Commerce wanted to see 
the bridge location properly discussed 
and considered by the people of San 
Mateo and San Francisco countles r 
President John J. McGrath stated that 
the Three Cities Chamber had en¬ 
dorsed the bridge between Little 
Coyote Point and Alvarado. 

Stating that the location of a bridge 
at Little Coyote Point would serve not 
only San Francisco and San Mateo 
counties but Alameda county as well, 
Supervisor W. S. Scott of San Fran¬ 
cisco said that the distance to the 
Sun Joaquin valley would be greatly 
shortened by the Coyote Point bridge. 

A committee from Hie Three Cities 
Chamber of Commerce was appointed 
and a similar committee from the 
Hundred Per Cent Club to call on E. 
D. Coblenz, managing editor of the 
San Francisco Examiner, and protest 
against the “untrue news items and 
misleading editorials of that news¬ 
paper.”

A simple carbon rod has been die 
covered by A. E. Balnee, a leading gal 
vanometrlst of London, which if held 
In the hands five minutes will recharge 
the human system with nerve energy 
that lasts 12 hours. He says It is 
nothing new, but, on the contrary, was 
known to the ancient Egyptians. He 
said the secret of it was lost many 
centuries ago. Mr. Balnea said that 
years ago while he was standing in the 
British museum before a painted lime¬ 
stone sculpture of Kharfra, an Egyp¬ 
tian king of the fourth dynasty, who 
built tbe second of the great pyramids 
of Glzeh, he noticed the figure was 
holding two small rods shaped some¬ 
thing like the grip on a bicycle. There¬ 
after he began a series of long ex¬ 
periments to discover the substance 
which tbe king held, but he failed in 
hla search until one day when he was 
trying to improve the microphone, for 
which he prepared several carbon pen¬ 
cils which had been hardened by a 
special process of his own. He said 
that quite accidentally he touched one 
of these carbon pencils and was sur¬ 
prised to find that his galvanic deflec¬ 
tion swung from positive to negative. 
Tills led to further experiments, and 
he finally found that the ordinary arc 
carbon, when hardened by ids process, 
gave out a force which could not he 
distinguished from nerve force. The 
burs are about six Inches long and are 
capped at the ends with celluloid. Mr. 
Baines asserted the carbon roils have 
been of great aid In trenting cases of 
nervous breakdown, deafness, anemia 
and ninny other complaints. He de¬

. would make ideal home sites if subdivided. To give such home sites an 
outlet and easier accesB to the business center of town, why not make a 
road running east and west between San Bruno road at about the curve by 
the Union Oil station and connecting with the Btate highway at the westerly 
end? The development planned for Tanforan might be an important factor 
In developing the tract around it. 

Another road much needed is the extension of one of the streets in the 
west part of town across the swamp to give the residents around Baden 
crossing easier access to this city. It would be especially worth while in 
affording the children in this region a means. .to reach the schools here at j 
less Inconvenience in wet weather, when they have to go far around, and at 
lees danger to themselves in dry weather when they cross by the present 
trails through the swamp. - 

The first project is, of course, merely in the way of Improvement and 
progress. The second is an absolute necessity and should be put into effect 
an, soon as possible. The people around Baden crossing petitoned the city 
trustees for this road a short time ago. and the sympathies of The Enter¬ 
prise are entirely with them. They need this road and should have it. 
Furthermore It would bring trade to this city which now goes elsewhere.

On many occasions during the past 
year or more I have been importuned 
by my friends to become a candidate 
for justice of the peace in the first 
district, and within the past ten days 
these suggestions have been so numer¬ 
ous that I have decided to enter the 
race for nomination at the August 
primary. 

The law provides that a justice of 
the peace may hold court at any place 
in the township or district in which 
he has jurisdiction, and if I become 
the choice of the people for one of the 
two positions to be filled, I will intro¬ 
duce a New Procedure in which my 
court will be held in both Colma and 
Daly City and one day a week, each, 
in San Bruno and South San Fran¬ 
cisco if the people in those places so 
desire. Also, whenever there is an 
important case at Pedro, Salada 
Beach or Visitacion, in which there 
are many witnesses, I will gladly com¬ 
ply with a request of the litigants for 
their convenience and to save travel¬ 
ing expenses for them. Another im¬ 
portant reason for this is that people 
prefer to have their cases tried at 
home. 

JUSTICE and PEACE is implied in 
the title of the office to which I aspire. 
Therefore, a judge should use all 
honorable and possible means to ad¬ 
just differences between neighbors 
and if possible save them from litiga¬ 
tion or criminal prosecution. It is 
very often the case that a bit of kind¬ 
ly advice will save life-long calamity, 
and especially is this True with Chil¬ 
dren. My idea is that the probation 
officer should not be called except as a 
Last Resort. -

The Moplahs, whose revolt In India 
1 , one of the most serious the B R's.i 
e»ve had to contend with in rec ' 
tines, are operating In the portion of 
liflls—the Malabar coast—which was 
the first to be sighted by Europeans 
wfl the first with which trading was 
Mrrled on. Yet It has been less known 
this any other pnrt of the great penln- 
mla empire. To the- casual observer 
of maps this seems the front door to 
lafila, and the region which should be 
Mst known and most Influenced by 
Europeans. For it is the coast facing 
tsward Europe and lies just opposite 
the main water gateway to and from 
the west—the mouth of the Red sea. 

But although it was natural enough 
that Vasco da Qama, after he had 
rounded Africa, should have his first 
Indian land-fall In Malabar, it is equal¬ 
ly natural, when geographic conditions 
•re taken into account, that most of 
tke present-day argosies of trade shun 
this lower western coast of India and 
tarn Instead northward to Bombay or, 
doubling the point of the peninsula, 
•nchor at India's "back floors," Mad¬ 
ras and Calcutta. For the Malabar 
region Is only a narrow strip 20 to (10 
■tiles wide with rugged mountains, the 
Western Ghats, cutting it ofT from the 
rest of India almost as completely as 
would many miles of water. 

Then, too, MSIabar has no good 
ports. Calicut and Cochin did well 
enough for the light-draft caravels of 
the early explorers, but cannot w'ell ac¬ 
commodate larger modern ocean-going 
craft. In the east India has no such 
continuous barrier as the Western 
Ghats, and so the wide portion of the 
peninsula to the east of those rugged 
mountains has become a familiar land 
to travelers and has to a degree be¬ 
come Europeanized, while the Malabar 
coast has been little known and has 
remained the best mirror of ancient 
India. 

What ths Region Is Like. 

In few other places will the West¬ 
erner have his dreams of the East and 
of India come so nearly true as In 
Malabar. The climate is hot and the 
annual rainfall amounts to nearly ten 
feet. The coasts are fringed with mil¬ 
lions of coconut palms. Just inland in 
many parts of the region are quiet la¬ 
goons and backwaters, connected by 
canals, on which picturesque Eustern 
“gondolas" ply. Along these inland 
shores are still more coconut and other 
palms, and In the waters are croco¬ 
diles. Everywhere brown natives 
•warm—mostly bare above the waist— 
little different In appearance and cus¬ 
toms from the first Indians which the 
Portuguese found on those shores in 
1498. 

Back of the coastal lagoons are Hat 
rice fields and In many sections these 
extend up the lower hillsides on ter¬ 
races, Irrigated from the countless 
monsoon-horn streams that trickle 
down from the Ghats. Elsewhere the 
hill slopes are given up to gardens 
which even In the Fifteenth century 
were models of careful cultivation. Ill 
them are grown characteristic Eastern 
products, plantains, mangoes, pepper, 
cinnamon, ginger, coffee, tea and many 
vegetables. 

Farther from the coast In the higher 
hllla. are the luxuriant forests with 
their undergrowth of tree ferns, rho¬ 
dodendrons and reeds snd their deli¬ 
cate and colorful orchids. And to com¬ 
plete the Westerner's dream-picture of 
the East, in the forests are tigers and 
leopards and wild elephants. This re¬ 
gion is in fact the elephant country, 
par excellence, of Iudia. In Its small 
forest reserves In the Western Gtiats 
the British Indian government makes 
» respectable amount of “pin money" 
by selling the elephants which It traps 
Large herds, too, roam over the pri¬ 
vately owned forest lands of the region 
and of Travancore, immediately to the 
aouth These wooded mountains form 
* region of great beauty—precipitous 
peaks with durk green ravine* In which 
•liver streams descend In numerous 
waterfalls and cascades.

Malabar. 

Prosperity is fairly well distributed, 
but the motley of religions makes 
peace more difficult; and every now 
and then tt brings about such turbu¬ 
lence as Is known these days In other 
purts of India. The fierce fanaticism 
of the Mohammedan Moplahs and the 
stories of their bloody and furious out¬ 
breaks which reach the outside world 
may lead to the belief that this is as 
much a Mohammedan land as Arabia 
or Persia. The truth is that barsly 80 
per cent of the population are follow¬ 
ers of the prophet, while about 68 per 
cent are votaries of Hinduism and 
some 2 per cent are Christians. 

In prestige the Hindus are much the 
most Important. The Nambudrl Brah¬ 
mans, at the very top of the caste 
scale, number only 20,000 in the total 
population of 8.000,000 of the Malabar 
district, but are looked up to with the 
greatest reverence. Nearly all of them 
are landholders, many of very large es¬ 
tates. They hold aloof from public 
affairs and scorn modern education, 
holding more tenaciously, probably, 
than their fellow religionist* in any 
other part of India, to the ancient cus¬ 
toms of their faith. The old concep¬ 
tion of ceremonial pollution is a living 
thing in Malabar and is strictly ad¬ 
hered to except In the citlea. There 
are varying distance* within which the 
mere presence of a member of a lower 
caste Is supposed to defile the Brah¬ 
man. A hlgh-caste man returning from 
his cleansing batli shouts out that he 
Is approaching, and the low-caste 
members humbly retire to the roadside 
or into the fields until he has passed. 
Even many Mohammedans*follow this 
custom lest economic pressure be 
brought to bear through boycotts or 
other means to destroy their liveli¬ 
hood. 

The Mohammedan* of Mnlabar—the 
Moplahs—differ greatly from other In¬ 
dian Moslems Many of them are de¬ 
scendants of Arab traders who came 
to the west coast in very early times, 
and they have retained all the fanati¬ 
cism of the fiercest Mohammedans of 
the Arabian deserts. To them have 
been been added converts from lower 
crgte Hindus. 

Moplahs in Periodic Outbreaks. 

For considerable periods the Moplahs 
accept their somewhat submerged con¬ 
ditions and live in peace beside the 
Hindus. But their lust for turbulence 
and blood is only slumbering, and sud¬ 
denly It breaks out with the assassina¬ 
tion of a Hindu landowner, the defiling 
of a Hindu temple or the looting of a 
house.
